In 
this debute the iw-nators and the crowd- 
ed giillerioK ai-e kept at high tension by 
sucli sfiiriiiu themes as war and p.:- 
triotism aim liberty. .Mr. Hoar's sjieech 
was notable ill setting' fo; i h the con 
servative view of the subject and urg- 
ing a postiMinemeiit of action until 
A)iril tf. Tills (it veloiteii many uliarp 
controversies with Mr. Sherman uno 
other senators. In the main the speech 
was a plea for culm dignitlea and 
jodirial action iiuitead of the excitement 
and disuixler of the mob and the im- 
passioned speecii of oratoi-s. 

Mr. Hour characterized hin colleilgue, 
Mr. ShemiHi.. as one of th»' gii'Ht stateH 
men of the country, whose nuiiie would 
go down in history along with that of 
Ijincoln, (Tianr. Seward. Fish and his 
ilhisirioiis bi-other, and he besought the 
Ohio senator not to obliterate this bril- 
liant record by hasty and ungnarded ai 
tion on the Cuban (|ncstioii. 

.Mr. Hoar did not coiitine him.sclf to 
Cuba, but spoke against culigressioli.il 
meddling in any foreign iie^'otiation. 
In this eomiecfion he i>aid a glowiiiir 
trilaite to .Si'dfLiry • dmy, and wlnl" 
ditferiiig wil 11 him iiolitically. Mr. Hoar 
said llie secret, iry of state \\ as a clear- 
headed, old-fashioned .Massachiisetrs 
Yankee who could be safely misted 
with our foieij;n ne<.'otKiMons. 

'the senator adued a like tribute to 
ihe sincerity of rre>idcni Clcvelai'ii in 
deaiiii).' \N ii h the Veiic/.uelan iniesfioa. 
and declared that any action by coi. 
gress alt.ickillg the president's course 
would be an aitack on America. 

.Mr. Hoar's resolution for postpone 
meiit lost its parli.inieiitary status at 
o'clock and went to the calendar. 

.Mr .Mdrich asked that unaiiimouv 
consent lie cjven that the resol ii u pie. H' 
tain ilieir iiiace. .Mr. Moi'gan olijecic, 

.Mr .--licrnian inter|Kwd that he pr.'- 
jHLsed to kcej) the privileged question, 
the (conference report agreeing i > ilie 
house Cuban resolntions, Ijefore the sen- 
ate. He did not intend to allow it to be 
put aside by this resolution of Mr. Hoar 
for delay. 

The presiding ottii er annoouced that 
111 view of the objection interpoeed by 
Ml . -Morgan the Hoar resolution would 
go to the culendiu'. 

This cloned the Coban debate for the 
day and the gallwiet were qoickly emp- 
tied. 

The senate then took op the Doponr 



i-ase and Mr. Tiwiiie ooutinned his ar 
gument in oppotitiou to the claim of 
Mr. Oopont. 

When he dooed, Mr. Pritchard ( Rep. 
N. C. I took the floor in sopport of Mr 
Dupont's claim, bot yielded at 4 o'doi k 
for an exei^otive sewiion, after ^ich 
the senate adjoorned.

This fond waa cot off by tin- 
present bill, but provision was made fi u 
employmeut of 80 additional regular in 
s|M>i-ton under the fourth assistant posi 
master general, increasing the appro- 
ixiation from |176,000 to t<13,000. 

Mr. (juigg of New York lo<l the figlit 
against this increase and after a pro- 
tracted debate and his amendment to 
reduce the a]i]iro|iriation to|IT<i,00() pre- 
vailed, Tti to 57.
